REMARKS 

The present invention pertains to the art of vehicle transport covers. The vehicle 
transport cover shown in various views in the enclosed photographs that are identified as 
Figs. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 is believed to constitute prior art under U.S. Patent Law. 
No brochures or other producer-written materials describing this particular cover have been 
located. Applicant wishes the teachings of this cover to be part of the record, and has 
provided a description of certain pertinent aspects thereof in the application on page 2, 
line 13 - page 4, line 14, as well as included the enclosed figures. 
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The vehicle transport cover shown in various views in the enclosed photographs that 
are identified as Figs. 9, 10, 1 1, 12, 13, 14, 15 and 16 is believed to constitute prior art under 
U.S. Patent Law. No brochures or other producer- written materials describing this particular 
cover have been located. Applicant wishes the teachings of this cover to be part of the record, 
and has provided a description of certain pertinent aspects thereof in the application on 
page 2, lines 5-12, as well as included the enclosed figures. 

The Examiner will note that the dates of some of the enclosed references are presently 
unknown. Furthermore, Applicant is not admitting that such references or the patents qualify 
as prior art. However, to further prosecution, Applicant requests that these references be 
considered by the Examiner at this time and made of record. If any document is found to 
pose an obstacle to patentability, Applicant will undertake more exhaustive efforts to 
ascertain the prior art status of that document.
